Four British Destroyers 
Racing to Intercept 
Freight Steamer

LONDON, Noy, 22.—Fou. British 
destroyers today were racing through 
the eastern Mediterranean at 20 knots 
in order to intercept the

| mysterious wireless messages were re- 


ported to have been received yester- 
day. There was some doubt, however, 
as to whether the message calling for 
help was not a hoax 

The meseage which was somewhat 
garbled was made out as follows: 

“Heavy contraband traffic this ship, 
cocaine, reported efforts drug or 
murder wireless operator. Require 
immediate help.” 

The Baron lcho sailed from 
Veypt for Marseilles on Wednesday 
with a crew of Lascars, The agent in 
Valetta, Malta, said there was trouble 
aboard before sailing, but that this 
was satisfactorily settled. Figures for 
the ship's position were given in the 
reported wireless message but they 
were not clear, Another part of the 
message indicated that the wireless 
operator of the Baron Elcho suspected 
an attempt to poison him since he 
had discovered that narcotics were 
being smuggled, “I am too ill to keep 
watch,” he was quoted as saying 

At the London «*‘ices of the Baron 
Elcho’s owners it was stated that no 
messages had beon received from the 
steamer and the opinion was ex- 
pressed that when the officers of the 
four destroyers met the steamer's 
captain they would find that no help 
was needed, “I can only presume the 
whole thing is a hoax,” sald an offi- 
clal of the company,

Death Penalty For 
Living Abroad is 
Ordered

MOSCOW, Nov, 22, — Hereafter 
Soviet citizens working or residing 
abroad who may refuse to obey the 
summons of their government to re- 
turn to Russia will be adjudged guilty 
of treason, When finally taken into 
custody they will be sent to prison 
and shot within 24 hours after identity 
is established.

Here, Reported 200 
Miles From City 
Well fed, apparently able to win a 


living from the Jand under winter con- 
ditions, and justifying the belief of 
Professor Willlam Rowan, head of the 
voology department of the University 
of Alberta, that sun rays play a large 
part in the lives of migratory birds 
some 14 of the crows which were liber- 
ated on Thanksgiving day have now 
been reported in areas 200 or more 
miles north of Edmonton, and still 
heading further north, 

Under ordinary conditions the crow: 
would have left this section some 
weeks ago on their way south, but 
all the birds reported or shot in the 
north since being liberated are those 
which had been given special light 
treatment with the idea of making 
them reverse their natural migration 


So far Professor Rowan's theories have 
worked out exceptionally well 

Five of the crows haye been re- 
porled from Grouard, 200 miles north-

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WHERE TO PUT THEM 

It seems to be agreed that the redistri- 
bution committee will recommend an addi- 
tional member of the legislature for the 
Peace River territory. There will be no 
objection to that, except that the territory 
is too large, and filling up too rapidly, to 
be effectively represented by only two 
members. 

The committee is limited to an in- 
crease of three in the membership of the 
house. It would hasten development in 
the part where this is most easily possible 
and most urgently desirable if all three of 
the new members were allocated to north- 
ern Alberta. 

A SUFFICIENT WARNING 

Premier Brownlee explained to the 
representatives of the municipal districts 
that in taking old age pensions money 
out of the municipal treasuries, the Gov- 
ernment is not so much concerned about 
getting the money as it is about impress- 
ing the local taxpayers with a proper 
sense of the responsibility involved in the 
pension scheme. 

Judging by the reaction from the tax- 
payers it seems fairly clear that this cul- 
tural objective has been attained. There 
is certainly nothing in their attitude to- 
ward the impost to suggest that it will be 
necessary for the government to hit them 
still harder in order to arouse in them a 
lively understanding of the fact that pen- 
sions cost money. 

If the broad purpose of thus “passing 
the buck” to the municipal tax-payer was 
to warn him that he had better go easy 
in urging social legislation upon the Pro- 
vincial Government, it seems a safe guess 
that the legislature is in no danger of a 
landslide of demands for socialistic enact- 
ments from that quarter, 

COUNCIL INVITED TROUBLE 

No comment, of course, is’ permissable 
on the case that is before the courts in re- 
ference to the agreement made between 
the city council and the Calgary Power 
Company. But the fact that there is such 
a case illustrates one of the difficulties 
and only one—which would have been 
avoided had the bargain been submitted to 
the tax-payers for their approval. 

That it would have been approved is 
altogether probable. Council must have 
thought so, for it could have no possible 
justification for putting through an agree- 
ment which the aldermen did not think 
the ratepayers would approve. 

Ratified by direct vote of the taxpay- 
ers, no one could have challenged the 
validity of the arrangement in the courts, 
with the inevitable possibilities as to out- 
come and expense, And once the tax- 
payers had approved the agreement they 
would have been morally bound to vote 
the money with which to extend the muni- 
cipal plant in accord with the terms and 
spirit of the undertaking—which they are 
not, under the existing circumstances, 
bound to do, and may not do 

Hven the appearance of a desire ‘to 
handle public matters in an arbitrary way 
invites opposition, 

CANADIANS RECORDED AS SUCH 

It is no longer true that 
cannot record themselves as such when 
the census taker calls on them. Provision 
has been made for this in the census that 
is to be taken in 1931, while the returns 
from the census of 1921 have been gone 
over and the necessary tabulation made. 
Thus Canadians who were Canadians in 
1921 are already classified as such, 

According to information sent out 
from Ottawa, the census describes every 
person who has Canadian nationality as 
being a Canadian; everyone who was born 
in Canada as being of Canadian birth; 
while special recognition is given to any- 
one who can trace fis lineage back through 
three or more generations resident in 
Canada. 

There is continued, ‘of course, the col- 
umn in which the racial origin of the in- 
dividual is indicated, This in order that 
there may be a permanent official record 
of the basic stocks from which the people 
of the Dominion are drawn, and of the 
proportion in which these have contribut- 
ed to our population, 

That pretty well disposes of the claim 
that there is no such thing as a recognized 
Canadian race. It will meet the views of 
all, save those who want to suppress

100th Birthday of French_| 
Possessions in North

Africa in February 
Canadian Press 

PARIS, Nov, 22.—France* whose 
brood of colonies is second in size only 
to England's far-flung family, will 
celebrate next year the centenary of 
her possessions in Algeria, From 
January to July all over that North 
African country there will be fetes and 
fairs and games, the climax coming 
in late April or May, when the presi. | 
dent of the republic visits the larger 
cities and reviews an International na- 
val display off the Algiers coast. 

It was in February, 1830, that the 
French occupied Algiers, proving to 
the world that it doesn't pay to slap a 
Frenchman in the face with a fly- 
swatter, For it was just vhat which 
caused the Prench to drive out the 
‘Turks from the colony the latter had | 
occupled for several centuries. 

The trouble arose from a debt. ‘The 
Yrench government had run up a) 
suitable bill with a commercial house | 
in Algiers between 1793 and 1798, and 
payment had been postponed again 
and again for 30 years or 80. One day 
the Freneh consul, Deval, called to 
pay his respects to the Sultan's repre- 
sentative, Hussein Pasha. The ‘Turk 
asked when he was going to pay some- 
thing besides his respects, Argument 
waxed hot and the Turk seized @ fly- 
swatter and slapped it across Deval’s 
astonished face 

The French government demanded 
satisfaction, The ‘Turks refused, 
whereupon France sent 104 warships 
to Algiers with an army of 40.000 men, 
who proceeded to take the town, and, 
by gradual stages, the whole country

Mothers Expect the Impossible 

Recently I saw a mother driven t 
the point of tears—-tears of anger and 
fatigue—in her futile efforts to keep 
an eighteen months old boy quiet. She 
sald, with eyes raised to 
witness of her seriousness, “If I ever 
get out of here, I'll never bring this 
child back again.” After an hour of 
such futile-efforts, one of the attend- 
ants took the child in hand, gave him

When these had out- 
lived their interest, we found a paper 
and pencil for him. He scratched and 
scribbled with immense fervor 
not a “peep” out of him.
